— The fundamental trouble on board the 
doomed steamer Jeannette seems to have been 
jealousy among the officers. 

— The committee of the House on Indian 
Affairs intend to investigate the lease of 3,100,000 
acres of land in the Indian Territory by the 
seven catile companies, at two cents per ac re per 
annum for ten years.

— The agricultural outlook in England is re 
ported to be improving, the acreage of unoccu- 
pied farms having considerably diminished 
during the past three years. 

— The Connecticut legislature appropriated at 
Its recent session, asiae from regular expenses, 
$150,000, halt of which is for the insane asylum 
at Hartford. 

— The State of Maine has just got its first 
State flag. 

The Traveller Building property on State 
street in this city, was sold last week to Roland 
Worthington, Collector, for $225,000, beirg at 
the rate of $24.52 per foot for the land above the 
assessed value of the entire property. 

— Nearly 800 bills are said to be awaiting the 
action of the House of Representatives in Wasb- 
ington.
